Now, let’s get down to the specifics, 
and to do so, I would like the reader to 
have the benefit of factual and historical 
information that was obtained directly 

from Earl Scruggs and his wife, Louise, 

who, along with Lester Flatt and the 
Foggy Mountain Boys, have made a life- 
time career out of Bluegrass Music, and 
who have done the research, had the ex- 
perience, and who are presently doing 
so much to popularize the idiom. 


It starts in the 1940’s when the 5-String 
Banjo was almost extinct. Earl Scruggs, 
a North Carolina boy of 22 years, re- 
vived the Banjo, which is acknowledged 
as the only musical instrument that orig- 
inated in America. He developed a 3- 
Finger pickin’ style that developed into 
a Band style called Bluegrass. 

The Lester Flatt and Earl Scruggs 
group was formed in 1948 and has 
achieved international acclaim among 
people who never before showed any lik- 
ing for Southern Mountain music. Now- 
adays, Earl Scruggs bears the same 
relationship to the Banjo that Paganini 
does to the Violin. His 3-Finger Banjo 
playing has been given the name “Scruggs 
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Style” and may be heard on 5-String 
Banjos, played by Folk musicians, 
everywhere. 

Successful appearances by Flatt and 
Scruggs at Jordan Hall, Boston, and in 
New York City, at the University of North 
Carolina, Davidson College, University 
of Illinois, University of California, Ober- 
lin College, and with new bookings com- 
ing up in Boston, Carnegie Hall, Town 
Hall in Philadelphia, Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, Prudential Assembly Hall in Chi- 
cago, and concerts in Montreal, Quebec, 
and Toronto, Canada. Never before have 
Country music performers set foot in the 
places where the Flatt and Scruggs act 
are now Headliners. 

The Banjo was originally brought to 
this country as a 4-stringed instrument. 
In 1830, a Banjo enthusiast named Joe 
Sweeney made a revolutionary modifica- 
tion by adding a fifth string, higher in 
pitch than any of the others, right next 
to the lowest pitch string, and securéd by 
a peg mounted half-way up the neck. 
This odd instrument captured the heart 
of America. Throughout the 19th Cen- 
tury, the Banjo held its place in America’s 
affection, but at the turn of the century, 
a decline set in. Many believe that the 


These talented leaders of Bluegrass 
lore came by their love and talent for 
Country music honestly. They are from 
Coeburn, Virginia, and were raised in the 
hills of Virginia. 

All the while they were growing up, 
their parents played for socials and com- 
munity get-togethers. Their grandfather 
was a famous fiddler and recorded for 
RCA Victor back in the “good ole days.” 

Besides their Capitol records, JIM & 
JESSE have a number of later recordings 
out on Starday, Columbia, and Epic label. 
Their latest on Epic (a subsidiary of Co- 
lumbia) is “UNCLE WILL PLAYED 
THE FIDDLE” b/w “THE VOICE OF 
MY DARLING.” Both are good Country 
songs, written by the boys themselves. 

In February, Epic released a beautiful 
LP by JIM & JESSE entitled “BLUE- 
GRASS SPECIAL.” The album contains 
twelve terrific Bluegrass favorites done 
in the unique JIM & JESSE style. The 
cover of the LP is done in color and 
shows THE VIRGINIA BOYS sitting on 
luggage on the platform of an old train 
station. This LP is a “must” for all JIM & 
JESSE and Bluegrass fans.

advent of Jazz contributed to the decline, 
because Jazz musicians altered the Banjo 
in order to adapt it to Jazz Combos. The 
fifth string was dropped off, and this hurt 
the distinctiveness of the instrument, and 
relegated its use to rhythm chores. The 
neck was shortened, the head enlarged, 
and heavier strings were used. Except 
for a few bands and Banjo pickers in the 
remote areas of the South, the old Banjo 
sound was gone. 

In 1930, even the 4-string Banjo was 
fading out, and very few people remem- 
bered how to play the 5-string banjo. By 
1940, even the Country music bands were 
dropping the 5-string Banjo, and the in- 
strument was no longer being manufac- 
tured. Then, in 1945, the Earl Scruggs 
pickin’ style made an appearance on the 
Grand Ole Opry, and it was again in 
demand and the Vega Company in Bos- — 
ton now have twelve different kinds of 
Banjos on the market. 

As the Folk music craze hit America, 
the Banjo got an additional “shot in the 
arm.” Folk songs started to appear on the 
American Pop Hit Parade recorded with 
a Banjo. More and more people became 
interested in America’s Folklore and Am-

GARRETT started the group as a 
hobby; mostly to give the Garrett chil- 
dren (Ralph, Jeanette & Sandy) some- 
thing to do. That was in 1952, and the 
extent of the group’s appearances at that 
time was P.T.A. meetings, square dance 
conventions & various Y.M.C.A. & U.S.O. 
affairs. 

The group immediately caught the 
fancy of these organizations & various 
T.V. stations in Hollywood and pretty 


soon GARRETT’s crew was in demand 
throughout the area. They worked very 
hard and the group grew and grew. 
Mrs. Garrett made all the costumes and 
if you've ever seen them, you could ap- 
preciate all the work she has put in. 
HOMER GARRETT does all the calling 
and making up of routines. 

The word got around and THE 
HOLLYWOOD SQUARE DANCERS 
were in demand more and more. They've 
performed in such places as the WAL- 
DORF-ASTORIA in New York; the 
SHERATON-PARK in Washington; The 
BEVERLY HILTON, COCONUT 
GROVE, BILTMORE, and AMBAS- 
SADOR, all in Los Angeles; The CHEZ 
PAREE in Chicago; THE SANDS and 
FLAMINGO in Las Vegas, and many 
other famous clubs and night spots. 

Some critics expressed doubt when the 
Garrett troupe first began playing night 
clubs that an Act of that sort could pro- 


vide the kind of entertainment suitable 
to a night spot. But even the most blase 
critic had to admit, they were great and 
the people loved them. 

The Square Dance, the backbone of 
our U.S.A., was represented at The 
Brussel’s World’s Fair, and you guessed 
it, THE HOLLYWOOD SQUARE 
DANCERS, from right here in Las 
Vegas, were the performers, to every- 
one’s delight. You can be very proud 
that a group such as this, clean cut, aver- 
age American boys and girls, represented 
something so basic in our American way 
of living. 

Their credits are far too numerous to 
mention, but they were at our own 
Seattle World’s Fair with ROY ROGERS, 
and have toured with ROY for five years; 
also RED SKELTON. 

They are doing a T.V. pilot now for 
“A DAY AT PARADISE RANCH’; also 
a T.V. series “STAR ROUTE, U. S. A.”; 
two pilots have already been made, one 
featuring JOHNNY CASH; the other 
REX ALLEN. 

HOMER GARRETT is now produc- 
ing Square Dance records, which are 
very much in demand, with JIMMY 
BRYANT on Rexxie Label. 

This is the beginning of the big 
Square Dance trend, but it won't end 
here. Like Ameriga, it will go on and 
on. Be sure to look for HOMER GAR- 
RETT and his HOLLYWOOD SQUARE

Ernest Tubb has been playing to 
capacity crowds on his continuous tour 
of the country this summer. He ap- 
peared at Sunset Park, Pennsylvania, 
July 21, to the biggest crowd of the sea- 
son at the famous “Country Music Park.” 
He was met by a large group of fan 
club members from the Pennsylvania- 


New Jersey-Maryland area, some of 
whom had prepared a lovely picnic 
lunch for him. 

“Thanks A Lot” b/w “The Way That 
Youre Living” are the songs on Ernest’s 
new Decca record. (Release date Aug. 
15). “Thanks A Lot” was written by an 
Oklahoma City boy, Billy Parker, and 
Ernest Tubb really does a great job on 
it and likes this song especially well. 

All Ernest Tubb fans love the way he 
sings a Hymn — so simply and sincerely, 
it’s beautiful. They kept after Decca to 
release a special album of favorite 
Hymns by Ernest Tubb and they were 
rewarded with the wonderful LP album, 
“The Family Bible by Ernest Tubb.” It 
contains 12 old and new Hymns done 
as only Ernest could do them, which 
adds up to some truly wonderful listen- 
ing. Some of the songs in this album 
are: “The Old Family Bible,” “He'll 
Understand And Say Well Done,” “What 
A Friend We Have In Jesus,” “On The 
Wings Of A Dove,” “The Great Speckled 
Bird” and so many others. The cover is 
one of the nicest Decca has given us on 
an Ernest Tubb album, being a lovely 
church and steeple on a white back- 


ground. In the foreground sets a large 
black Bible on which is setting a gold 
framed picture of Ernest with his par- 
ents, three sisters and brother. This is a 
rare picture, indeed, and was made 
about 1944...about the only time the 
family group has been together in many 
years. 

Ernest always gives top billing to his 
“Texas Troubadours” bands and insists 
that they get all credit due. He has a 
wonderful band now, in fact, he has one 
of the best bands in the business these 
days. The boys have gotten top atten- 
tian in most of Ernest’s albums and 
especially in one that was released 
earlier this year entitled “On Tour With 
Ernest Tubb and His Texas Trouba- 
dours.” This one was cut during an 
actual personal appearance at Cain’s 
Ballroom in Tulsa, Okla., where Ernest 
and the Troubadours often appear. Leon 
Rhodes, Johnny Johnson (now retired) 
and Buddy Charleton had feature spots 
throughout the album. The latest news 
on the Texas Troubadours is they cut a 
Decca album, all their own, in late July. 
Ernest just went down to watch, he said,

On June 7, 1934, Wynnford Lindsey 
Stewart uttered his first sound. A small 
voice that was destined to be heard 
“Above And Beyond” the limitations of 
the little, modestly furnished house on 
a farm about fifteen miles outside of 
Springfield, Missouri. 


Wynndy, as he is called by his friends, 
began to sing almost as soon as he began 
to talk. Among his first audiences were 
the birds and animals on the farm. As 
Wynndy walked over the fields he would 
sing the songs taught to him by his 
family, friends and the ones he had heard 
over the radio on Saturday night from 
the Grand Ole Opry. 

At the age of eight, he began to learn 
to play the guitar. He started to play and 
sing at dances in the Springfield area. 
Then the next thing Wynn knew, he was 
on the local radio station (KWTO) 

When Wynndy was fourteen years old, 
his family moved to southern California. 
In school assemblies and talent shows, 
you most likely would hear the wonder- 
fully expressive voice of Wynn Stewart 
on the program. 

For the past several years, Wynn has 
had his own band and has been playing 
engagements all over the mid-western 
area. Audiences have received him very 
warmly everywhere he has entertained. 
Always after a thunderous ovation, you 
will find Mom Stewart’s 5’ 542” tall, hazel 
eyed, curly, black-headed boy standing 
with his guitar in hand, a gleam in his

eye, a smile on his lips and humility in 
his heart. 

About Wynndy’s record history — His 
first record was INTRO. Then, at the 
age of nineteen, he was signed to Cap- 
itol. Among his top hits were “Keeper 
Of The Keys,” “Hold Back Tomorrow” 
and “Waltz Of The Angels.” 

More recently he signed a contract 
with Challenge and Jackpot Recordings. 
He is very happily associated with Joe 
Johnson and Johnny Thompson, who are 
themselves a credit to the recording 
industry. 

Among Wynndy’s recent hits, you will 
find “Yankee Go Home” (a duet with 
Miss Jan Howard) and “Wishful Think- 
ing,” “Memory” b/w “Big, Big Love,” 
“Slightly Used” b/w “I Guess I'm Not 
The Man I Used To Be.” 

In the future, Wynndy’s plans are to 
continue to record country music. This, 
along with the fact that Wynn was 
raised on the farm proves an old cliche 
— you can take the boy out of the coun- 
try, but you can’t také the country out 
of the boy. He digs country music!

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AT HOME WITH 
STUART HAMBLEN 


THIS BOOK 


Sneezing on a spin through Kellysville, 
Texas, would have caused you to miss 
the birthplace of one of God’s most de- 
voted disciples — Carl Stuart Hamblen, 
folk artist and minister of country music. 

The town, to avoid offending Texas, is 
a mite bigger now, and so is Stu: in the 
ears of his public, the eyes of his old 
friends, and the presence of his Lord. 

More than a million miles of travel 
and literally millions of recordings of his 
music have introduced Stuart Hamblen 
to folks at home and abroad. But they 
do not tell the story of this son ot a hill- 
billy who evaded death in infancy to be- 
come a terror with his fists, a heavy in 
the movies, an athlete, a drunk, a candi- 
date for President of the United States, 
an impassioned hunter of western big 
game, and finally, a sober man of faith, 
a composer, a parent and a king with a 
castle overlooking California’s San Fern- 
ando Valley. 

Ld * * 

Stu was raised all over Texas — from 
Kinedon to Abilene — and he flourished. 
Six-foot-two and a couple of hundred 
pounds. He played football, and he was 
fast. (“I could really haul the mail, boy!”) 

He took to boxing, won eight fights 
at $75 per, then broke his nose. Fee for 
new nose: $750. 

But his appreciation of athletes has 
carried over to his mellow years: “Man, 
that little ol’ bitty Albie Pearson just 
tickles me. Think of that guy knocking 
home runs!” 

Stu quit football. “I go whole hog or 
none,’ he says. And football was too 
much. So whole hawg Stu went into his 
chosen career. 

Out of college at age 19, Stu won $100 
in an amateur contest so he told his 
father the Reverend, J. H. Hamblen, he 
was going to California. “I can sing like 
a bird,” he said. 

* * * 

There were lots of birds in California. 
Some could sing, some couldn't. Stu’s 
voice had an “identifiable twang” to it 
so he could not have sung under an as- 
sumed name if he’d wanted. Stu had to 
make the grade under his own moniker. 

“My first records were atrocious — me 
and my Sears Roebuck guitar. Believe 
‘mie, that’s why I'll listen to any green- 
horn kid today.” He picked up Cliffie 
Stone, Herman the Hermit and others 
“too numerous to mention”... named 
them, helped them. 

In those depression years he got a start 
in radio, $30 a week, a figure he regrets 
accepting. But he caught on with the 
country and western music crowd and 
with success came complexities. 
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MUSIC on Hamblen’s organ is his testimony 
of faith; he wrote it. 


TOGETHER. That’s the way it is in the life 
of Stuart and Susie Hamblen, at work, at wor- 
ship, and at play. 


BOOTS can be more of a problem for Stuart 
than composing music; he wrote “It Is No 
Secret” in 17 minutes. Boots sometimes takes 
longer. 


HORSES, | love ’em, says Stuart Hamblen, 
lp keeps some favorites on his Mullholland 
estate. 


Stu mentions these “complications” 
only in passing, just as matter-of-factly 
as he mentions his faith. “As the Apostle 
Paul says, I’m not ashamed of the 
Gospel.” 

He is a Presbyterian who pronounces 
his belief in the testimony of music. “It 
Is No Secret What God Can Do” has 
been translated into 54 languages and 
was the first song of faith to go over one 
million records in this country. Jo Staf- 
ford’s platter totaled more than 1.5 mil- 
lion and sheet music was 7 million in 
America alone. And there was “Open Up 
Your Hearts” and “His Hands,” typical 
of his classics. 

Then there were his days in the mov- 
ies, in horse racing and with the bottle. 
He was the first owner to fly a horse. He 
put El Lobo on a plane to the Bay area 
where the horse won in the Burlingame 
handicap that same day. El Lobo won 
$140,000 for Stu. 

During Stu’s inebriate years, actor John 
Wayne became one of his idols. I remem- 
ber one time we got into a fight with 
some Marines and he whipped three of 
“em while I was having a terrible time 
with one little one.” 

It was John Wayne who once asked 
Stu if he'd had a drink in the last 30 
days and Stu said, “No, it’s no secret 
what God can do.” And John said why 
didn’t Stu write a song about it. 

“It’s strange he should say that be- 
cause he’s a man’s man,” says Stu. “Well, 
I came home at midnight, sat down to 
the organ and started to write. I looked 
at the old grandaddy clock when it was 
finished and it was 12:17 a.m.” He 
checked with his wife, Susie, to make 
sure of the time. He'd never written a 
song in 17 minutes before in his life. 

“IT know that song was inspired.” 

And so does Susie.

“Just like that,” says Susie. “He didn’t 
even ask.” 

The wedding was April 24, 1933, and 
began the thick-and-thin that Susie prom- 
ised to stick by Stu. Together they’ve 
grownin prosperity and faith—the happy 
and youthful heads of a family that in- 
cludes daughters Obie and Veeva and 
four grandchildren; Billy, Bobby, Holly 
and Shannon.

At the age of eight he was first drawn 
to Western music as he stood in the 
studios of Channel 5, in Phoenix, watch- 
ing Marty Robbins do his first profes- 
sional TV show. 

In 1956, he and his family moved to 
the Stage Coach Ranch near San Diego, 
on the Mexican border. Most all of his 
time was spent raising their eleven horses 
and exploring the mountain sides. Dur- 
ing that time he started learning to play 
the guitar from a neighboring farm boy. 
He spent all his spare time practicing 
until his first appearance in 1958. 

Immediately upon his graduation from 
high school, he started working as disc 
jockey and radio engineer for Radio Sta- 
tion XEGM, owned by Smokey Rogers.

In 1961, he and his family moved to 
Nashville, Tennessee, where they spent 
their first summer at the lake home of 
Stonewall Jackson and his family. That 
November, he started as musician at the 
famous “Grand Ole Opry,” playing for 
out of town guests as well as some of the 
regulars. He did his first vocal harmon- 
izing with Earl Scott of Kapp Records. 

His hobbies consist of astronomy, song 
writing, and learning to play all the 
string instruments country style, espe- 
cially the dobro. He also does paintings 
for Opry artists and other professional 
art work. 

In addition to these activities, he helps 
his family operate the Bevron Promo- 
tions.

He founded the 
Hamblen Music Co. in Hollywood in 
1946, and later the VOSS Co., for Veeva, 
Obie, Susie and Stuart. 

Stuart has recorded for RCA, starting 
in 1927, and made his “Remember Me” 
album for Coral. He joined Columbia 
Records in 1945 and has been there since. 

Stu’s philosophy of writing and _ re- 
cording music is in counterpoint to the 
philosophy of his race horse days. “When 
I was running a horse I used to think in 
terms of how much I could take those 
people for. Accepting Christ made a dif- 
ferent man of me, and my philosophy 
now is what can I leave the world.” 

Stu has a notion that rock and roll 
is passé; he’s sure that country music 
is going to continue upward. “It IS 
Americana!” 


THERE’S IRONY in this glimpse of Stu’s busy 
wrapping counter; it was the bar and a center 
of life for original owner, Errol Fynn. 


Stuart Hamblen himself once ran for 
that highest office in the land. He didn’t 
have any notions that he could win, but 
he wanted to voice his protest over liquor 
as a candidate on the Prohibition ticket. 

“I think when men sit down in Wash- 
ington to settle problems of our times, 
they shouldn't have a bottle of bourbon 
sitting in front of them. I believe when 
you stand on a principle, stand up and 
be counted,” he says.

The Hamblen house, 1500 feet above 
the floor of San Fernando Valley, cul- 
minates a life-long dream of Susie’s. It 
is a monument in irony to the happiness 
of Hamblen’s conquering of a dismal 
past. The view from the bedroom is 


“gorgeous. At night, says Stu, it “looks 
like a bucket of stars.” 

Outside the house is the sprawling 
acreage where the Hamblen hounds and 
horses preside. 


SMILES make you happy, and that’s no secret 


in Hamblen home, as shown by Daughter, Veeva, 
during frequent visit to parent’s home. 


Poet, Robert Service, is admired so 
much by Stu that he has a new album 
based on his works. “Service wrote with 
a pen dipped in silver,” says Stu. 

Hamblen has sung in every prison in 
the U. S., in churches and public audi- 
toriums everywhere. He thrives on work- 
ing with youth groups. Not a joiner, he 
is a lover of his family life and his only 
memberships are as a Blue Lodge Mason 
and a Shriner. 

Stu intends to be productive in music 
for a long time to come. “I don’t think 
I've written my best number, God will- 
in’.” Besides folk music, Americana, he 
is inspired to write hymns. 

The world has much more to receive 
from Stuart Hamblen, and some of it 
could well be in a book: 

“I might call it “A Million Miles of 
Experience.’ ”

erica’s musical heritage. This in turn put 
the spotlight on the source of America’s 
Folk music, or the roots, so to speak. Folk 
music fans demanded the authentic and 
traditional rather than the synthetic and 
the commercial. Flatt and Scruggs and 
others were featured in many national 
publications. Their music became ac- 
cepted outside of Country music circles, 
and the boom for Bluegrass was under 
Way.

Johnny Gash 


Story 


“The boy is almost dead,” said the 
country doctor. “He’s nothing but skin 
and bones, and now he’s turning blue.” 

The anxious mother pleaded, “What 
can you do?” 

“The way he stands and walks all 
humped over like that, he either has 
serious spinal trouble, or he’s just, plain 
starving to death. I can’t do a thing.” 

_ “But he can't be hungry. I feed him. 

I breast-feed him six, eight, maybe ten 

times a day.” 

_ “Maybe your milk is no good,” said the 
doctor. “Go milk a cow and feed him 

good. I'll come back in a day or two.” 

The time was the bitter winter of 
1932-33. 
~ The place was a “shot-gun” shack near 
Kingsland, Arkansas, on the St. Louis & 
Southwestern Railroad. The “Cotton Belt 
Route” they called it. Thirty miles south 
of Pine Bluff, Arkansas. 
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The mother was Mrs. Ray Cash. 

The year-old, dying boy was Johnny 
Cash. 

Ray Cash, his father, had hopped a 
freight train two weeks ago for “any- 
where” to find whatever kind of work he 
could get, at any price, to feed and clothe 
his family. 

His jobs the past two or three years 
had been cutting pulp wood twelve hours 
a day for forty cents a day... Picking 
cotton from sun-up to sun-down for thirty 
cents per hundred... working on the rail- 
road in Memphis, Jackson, Meridian, 
Little Rock, Fort Smith, or anywhere for 
forty or fifty cents a day. 

Every cent earned was sent home, and 
some way, Ray Cash managed for his 
meals ...as any hobo would do. 

After the doctor left, the mother real- 
ized that she knew no one that had a 
cow, at least, no one with any milk to 


give away. 

So she built a good fire in the fireplace, 
picked up an empty lard bucket and 
walked two miles across the woods be- 
hind the house to a herd of goats that 
belonged to a wealthy land owner. A 
land owner whom she'd rather not meet 
at this time. 

She milked one of the goats and hurried 
back home with the milk. 

The new nourishment was just what 
the doctor ordered. At the point of death, 
young Johnny Cash began to gain strength 
on the goat milk. His spine straightened, 
and he began to put on a little weight. 

The old doctor said, matter-of-factly, 
“The boy may live after all.” 

So began the life of todays top folk 
and country music artist. The beginning 
of a life that was destined for a hard 
fight for survival and success. 

Johnny Cash can remember, when at 
the age of two years, he sat on the front 
porch hour after hour, waiting for a 
train to pass. An. approaching freight 
train meant, “Maybe daddy is coming 
home.” 

If the train came from the south, it 
meant that daddy could jump off easily, 
because the train had slowed down, or 
stopped at Kingsland, just down the 
tracks. If the train came from the north, 
chances were that daddy would come in 
bruised or bleeding, after jumping from 
the fast southbound. 

And there were the songs. Maybe 
sometimes daddy rode the train on in to 
Kingsland, or even Fordyce, ten miles 
away, then walked back home. And he 
usually came home singing. And daddy 
sang songs about the railroad, songs that 
he had heard other hobos sing. 

And mother played the guitar. And 
mother sang love songs grandpa had 
taught her. And in the quiet hours, at 
night, before bed time, mother sang just 
for Johnny. She loved to sing. ..and 
Johnny loved to listen. 

In 1933-34-35, the President of the 
United States had a “new deal.” 

Like a blessing from Heaven, Ray Cash 
was included in this “new deal.” 

The family totaled seven. There was 
Johnny, his older brothers, Jack and Roy, 
his older sister, Louise, and baby sister, 
Reba. 
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The new deal for the Cash family was 
a new five room house, a barn, a mule, 
and twenty acres of snake and wildcat 
infested, but fertile delta farmland, fifty 
miles from Memphis, Tennessee, in Mis- 
sissippi County Arkansas, near the muddy 
Mississippi River. 

In the winter of 1935, the seven Cash’s 
were loaded into the back of a govern- 
ment truck and proceeded to the “para- 
dise,” 250 miles away. 

At the end of the first day, the truck 
stopped about halfway near Brinkley, 
Arkansas, and the family slept huddled 
together in the back of the truck. 

The next night found them at their 
destination, the community of Dyess, Ar- 
kansas. A hard, cold rain was falling on 
“their 20 acres,’ as daddy, and older 
brother, Roy unloaded their few posses- 
sions, and claimed their new home...a 
home that would, in the years to come, 
see many wonderful, yet many sad things 
happen. 

Daddy and Roy cleared the land, and 
Jack and Johnny carried them a drink of 
water, over the tough tangled land. Land 
that would produce a lot of cotton, and 
a lot of grass, weeds and vines to be cut 
and plowed down. 

The year 1936 produced a bumper 
crop of cotton, and the first of the seem- 
ingly endless yearly payments was made 
on the farm. 

Now, things looked wonderful. Ray 
Cash bought a cow, a wagon, built a 
chicken house, put up fences for a pas- 
ture, planted peach trees, bought a shot- 
gun, bought Roy, Jack and Johnny a pair 
of rubber boots... and mother still played 
the guitar and sang, and sometimes 
Johnny sang with her... sometimes you 
could hear daddy singing out in the field, 
as he followed the plow up and down 
the rows. 

In the winter of 1937, it rained, and it 
rained, and it rained...and the radio 
said the Mississippi River was at flood 
stage. 

Then... the Levee broke just north of 
Memphis, on the Arkansas side. 

And back-water covered the Cash farm 
... then it was over the bottom door- 
step...then over the second doorstep, 
and rising. 

Five-year-old Johnny Cash saw tears 
in his daddy’s eyes as he watched the 


water rise. Bee-hives floated past the 
house, and dead animals floated past. 

The family packed up quickly, and 
waded the water to the high gravel road, 
where a bus picked them up and took 
them to the railroad where they boarded 
a crowded train for the hills back in 
South Arkansas. 

...all except daddy. He stayed with 
the farm. He refused to leave the land 
he’d worked so hard for. He might have 
to hang on to the tallest tree in the Delta, 
but leave it? Leave what he’d sweated 
so hard for? NO. 

But a week later he walked in on his 
family at Kingsland. The Red Cross res- 
cue workers had found him hanging on 
a wash-tub somewhere out in the flood 
waters. He had given up and tried to 
make it to the gravel road, and safety, 
but the flood-tide swept him away. He 
remembered little of the trip back to the 
family ...he just remembered that the 
Mississippi River had taken his promised 
land. 

After two weeks in the hills, reports 
came in that the water had receded and 
everyone could return. 

Johnny Cash remembers that upon re- 
turning, the house was found to.be full 
of pigs, dogs, cats, chickens, and mud 
two inches deep all over the house. 

Mother cleaned the house out, and 
Johnny remembers her tears falling to 
the floor as she did so. Tears of gratitude 
that there was a house to come back to. 

Daddy repaired the damaged barn and 
chicken house. Then he walked calmly 
over the twenty acres, examining the 
aftermath of the flood. “1938 will be a 
good crop year,” he said... and it was. 

Then came 1939, and Roy graduated 
from Dyess High School. Roy was sing- 
ing now, but not-in the fields. He, like 
his mother, dad, Johnny, and other bro- 
ther and sisters, sang the folk and country 
songs with a natural feeling and under- 
standing. 

Roy organized his own band, High 
School friends, and began singing for 
public gatherings. Johnny was his biggest 
fan, always on the front row at Roy's 
appearances . . . telling everybody, “that’s 
my brother, and he sings on the radio 
now. And that he did. Radio Station 
KLCN, Blytheville, Arkansas. 

Then in 1941, came the war. Roy and 


his bandsmen were among those who 
enlisted. All his bandsmen except one 
were killed in the war, and Roy never 
sang again. 

By 1944, Johnny and brother, Jack, 
were “growing up.” Jack, who was very 
active, and sincere in his church, the 
Dyess Baptist Church, had decided that 
he was meant to be a preacher. Everyone 
said that he was a shining example for 
all young men in the community to fol- 
low. A great athlete on the junior foot- 
ball team, a hard worker in the fields, an 
honest boy who conversed with adults 
as an adult, yet always respectful and 
courteous to his elders. 

“Jack Cash will be a great evangelist,” 
they said. “He’s smart, honest, and he 
knows his bible as well as any preacher.” 

But in 1944, especially that year, 
Johnny Cash remembers, times were 
again hard. The government loan to 
farmers like Roy Cash was $20.00 per 
month, to live on, buy seed to plant, and 
clothes to wear. And now there were two 
more children, Tommy and Joann. 

In order to help his father, Jack began 
working in the Dyess High School Wood- 
work shop on Saturday, making window 
frames, or doors, or anything, for three 
dollars for ten hours. AND it was a 
big help. 

But on Saturday, May 12, 1944, Johnny 
Cash was walking along the gravel road 
toward home with his fishing pole on his 
shoulder, when he heard a car approach- 
ing behind him. The farmers there al- 
ways picked up a person walking so it 
didn’t surprise him when the car stopped. 
But the surprise and the shock came 
when Johnny looked into the car and 
there sat his daddy and the preacher. 

He didn’t speak. He knew by the look 
on his daddy’s face that something was 
bad wrong. Without a word, he rode be- 
side his daddy for. half a mile before 
daddy could manager to say, “Jack is 
hurt bad. Fell into an electric saw. Cut 
up... bad... can’t live.” 

At 6:42 am., May 20, 1944, Johnny 
watched Jack die. Jack... the brother 
and pal and protector he had leaned on. 

With the unending love for songs that 
Johnny has, folk, country, or hymns, 
there are songs that Johnny will not 
listen to, to this day, and he will not sing 
them. The songs sung at Jack’s funeral.
